nipotencie. The Philoſopher Ariopagita, 
being without the ſwift hearing of thinges, 
done in Jewꝛie, when he ſawe the wonder - 
full and vnnaturall darckneſſe tha? ſodain⸗ 
ly ranne oner the face of the earth, durſt afs 


firme the woꝛlde to dꝛawe to an ende, oꝛ 


elſe the maker and framer of it, to luer 
violence. In Athens (the mother and nurſe 
_ of learning ) where the Philoſophers had 
their long reffing place, by learning ac⸗ 
knowledged a greater God, then by coꝛ⸗ 


rupt nature they could attalne vnto: when 
by the witneſſe ol S. Paule, they erectedan 


a ultar( ignoto deo)to the vnknowne God. 

J haue read of a pꝛowde king of Englande, 
whome the water (notwithſfanding hys 
fierce, and thundering commaundement) 

woulde not obey, but Fill roſe higher and 
bigher, to the wetting of his fete , with 
ſhame ynonghconfefſeda god, to whom the 
rum wetrcbedient. By Philoſophie we

{earne to know our ſelues, the dinerficte bes 
tweens Panilive and other Creatures: 
the cxrecllencie of the one ouer the other, in 
ſame pouites, and the excellentie of the other 
in other pop ntes. Reaſon hath made man, 
to differ from the bꝛutiſhe generation, and 
thereloꝛe moꝛe excellent, but by his diſabi⸗ 
litie and weake ruling of himſelle, the other 
is his ſuperiour. The beaſt doth all chinges, 
by the infiina and p2ouocation oł nature: 
Man without reaſon, not able to b:idle hys 
ſenſualitte, degencrates from that he ought 
to bœ, and becommeth moꝛe monſtruous 
with ſinne, lenſualitp, luſt, and all other wic⸗ 
ked vices, than any other monſter in foꝛme 
and ſhape. By Philoſophie we learne, what 
is iuſt, honeſt, comely, pꝛofitable, decent, 
vertuous, and Godly: and againe what is 
diſhoneſt, vnlemely, vicious, and to be ab» 
hoꝛred. To make a perticuler pꝛapſe of Phi 

loſophie, the treatie woulde not be ſo long 
c tedious , as the aduenture great, ſhould 
haſard a greater entcrpaile,, than any here⸗ 


ofoze durſt take in hande: but generally 
whatſoeuer pꝛocedeth from reaſon , it is 
Philoſophie. If reaſon p2oceedeth from a 
. naturall n apduclinatiqnyf it come

by experience, oꝛ foꝛced by learned meancs, 
it is Philoſophie. Peraduenture ſome there 
be (mo2e curious à great deale, than they? 
holye liuing requireth) that doe impugne 
ſome part of Philoſophte, as a thing oꝛ art 
not neceſſarie oꝛ mete to be knowne and 
ſtudied. Theſe men J ſuppoſe eyt ger neuer 
knewe, oꝛ eiſe haue foꝛgotten what maketh 
a man. Reaſon telleth, if a whole bodie o2 
ſubſtaunce lacketh a part, it is become lame 
and vnperſtte. af a man wanteth a member 
o2 ioynt, it cannot be ſaid, there is the whole 
and perfite foꝛme of a man : no moꝛe can 
Philoſophie ber perfice „it anpe one part bee 
plucked away. The Arte of diuination by 
the &tarres.the face and hande, is a percell 
of Philoſophie, and grounded vpon long exr ⸗ 
perience, and reaſon : and thereio2e not ſa 
wicked and deteſtable as ſome men do take 
and repute theſe, Although it be an arte 
wherewith many be decepued (th2ongh the 
greedte deſire of gaine) pct it is no god cou⸗ 
ſequent to lap, that the Arte therefoꝛe is fri- 
uolous t naught. Diuinitie, being the woꝛds 


ok God, perlt and moſt pure, where lurketh 
no deceyte noꝛ leaſing, ſuffereth abuſe: foꝛ 
the deulltc coulde alledge it agaynff Chꝛiſt:

and Antichꝛiſt therewith perſecuteth hys 
members: bicauſe ſome men with wine be 
dꝛuncken, is wine therefo:e naught? Put a 
knife into a mad mans hande , he knoweth 
nat how to ve it: but a wiſe, diſcreate, and 
lober man, will neuer hurt himſclfe wits 
tingly with it. Though ſome men do gheſſe 
at randon, as touching the pꝛoper conditi⸗ 
ons and qualities of perſons, pet the Arte 


laudable and certaine is not to bee blamed: 


neyther ts it to be condemned, though ſome⸗ 
tymes he pꝛonounceth cleane agaynſt the 


perſons maners, and conuerſation. Tullie 


witneſſeth (4. Tuſculanarum) about the 
ende, of a certaine Phiſiognomer named 
Zopirus, which toke vpon him to beholde, 
and iudge the natures and diſpoſitions of 
manp perſons, bp the fozmes of their faces, 
and lineaments of the bodie: among which 
he was requeſted to bcholde the foꝛme of the 
learned Hippocrates, and fapling in hys 
iudgement, loꝛ that he oncly p:zonounced by 
the line aments ofthe bodie, what by nature 


ning and vertue he was become, was of 


many laughed to ſcoꝛne: although the wiſe 


ae well allowed and 5

his iudgement, ſaping by nature he was 
the lyke, that che Phiſiognomer had pꝛo⸗ 
nounced of him. Zherfo:e Jadmoniſh eue⸗ 
xp one, that will rightlye-p2gnounce and 
fudge in this Art, that they fir conſider and 
vew all the partes of man, and not to iudge 
raſhly by any one member alone: ſo ſhall 
they be ſure not to be deceyued, J meane ta 
vnderſtand and know the truth of the natu⸗ 
rall diſpoſition, and pet map they faile of the 
mans conditions, which Socrates well de⸗ 
clared in himſelfe. Foꝛ when he on a tyme 
das vttereth Ariſto tle) ſent two of his ſcho⸗ 
lers, with his table oꝛ 3mage liucly dꝛawns 

and counterfeyted by a cunning woꝛkman, 
to that famous Phiſiognomer Phylemon: 
who after he had diligentlye viewed, and 
conſidered one member with another, pꝛo⸗ 
nounced Socrates to be a leacherous pers 
ſon, ſubtill, a deteyuer, couetous, and giuen 
to wickedneſſe. This iudgement ſo much 
moued the ſchollers , that they bitterly re⸗ 
buked the Phiſtognomer . And in their re⸗ 
tur ne, opening this iudgement to Socrates, 
confeſſed that Phylemon had truely repoꝛ⸗ 
ted o him in all popntes , and ſwarued not 
one iotte from a truth after nature: but the 
yk it}. ftudie

Andie of Philoſophle, and honeſtie, had fs 
bꝛideled his deſires and wicked nature, that 
he became anew man. By this a man map 
conclude , that our will to be ſubica vnder 
the gouernement of reaſon and grace: and 
chat ch2ough theſe we map bꝛidle nature in 
vs, turning the pꝛouocations of them bnto 
godneſfſe. Fo2 the Chollerick oꝛ pꝛetull man 
map epther by grace repꝛeſſe his furie and 
luſt, oꝛ elſe alter the ſame in coꝛrecting of 
vices, The malicious man alſo map either 
by grace aſwage his luſt, oz elſe turne the 
fame agaynſt the euill: and fo lyke map be 
done, in all other naturall inclinations re⸗ 
ſting in vs. Experience teacheth how ma⸗ 
ny giuen to ſundꝛie kind of vices, after they 
by Gods grace begin to haue a ſwærte taſte 
ol Gods woꝛde, doe ſhake of their wonted 
nature, and become altered and chaunged 
kellowes. Saule by Gods ſpirite, of a perſe⸗ 
cutoꝛ, became a Partpꝛ, of a bloud ſucker, 
an innocent and meke Lambe.

his boke de ſecretis ſecretorum, may not be go⸗ 


uerned: in that they line and perſeuer after their 


ſenſe, and appetite, By which euidently appea⸗ 


reth, that Phiſtognomie to be a neceſlarie and 


lawdable ſcience, ſeing by the ſame a man may ſo 
readflp pꝛonounce and fozetell the naturall apt- 
nelle vnto the affections, and conditions in men, 
by the outwarde notes of the bodie. Which al- 
though a man may thus fozercll the naturall mo- 


tions, and acduall conditions: pet of this, is it not 


arcounted, ſo perfite and firme a ſcience ; ſeing by 
the ſame a man map erre, in ſundꝛie ſabiects has 
ning grace and wiſedome. But in that men ( foz 
the moze part) doe lyue after a ſenſuall will in 
themſelues, and that none but the wiſe and godlp 
(which is by an inwarde wozking of the ſpirite ) 
doe lyue after reaſon : Fo2 that cauſe is this Phi⸗ 
ſiognomp accounted and named a ſcience : which 
inſtructeth a man by the outwarde notes, to foꝛe⸗ 


tell the naturall motions, and actuall condittons, 


that conſiff and dwell in many perſons, eſpecially 
in thoſe; which lyue after their affection, and ap⸗ 


petites, rather than gouerning themſelues by 
reaſon.

- reaſon, And of this did the learned (Bias Prizeniias) 
repoꝛt, that there lpued and were moze of the 
wicked, than of godperſons ; in that ſo manpe 
are ledde, and moued after à ſenſuall wul, than 
pꝛocured by reaſon : which cauſeth that man (as 
| Ariſtotle affirmeth) to (warne and fall from a 
meane, in many maners: but the ſame is appꝛo⸗ 
ched vnto and purchaſed, by one maner of waye. 
And two kinds there are of the notes: as certaine, 
which of the elementarie qualitie conceiued, that 
btter and fignifie the affections of the minde: as 
doth the hearmeſle of the bꝛeaſt, which is a note 
of pꝛe, thꝛough the hote heart. And certapne are 
of pꝛopertie, as the declyning of the head to the 
right ſide in the walking, which is the note of a 
Cpnede as Ariſtotle repoꝛteth: and this lyke is 
nepther gathered of a hote , noꝛ colde cauſe, but 
of the pꝛopertie. Pet doe the Perppatetickes (as 
wꝛiteth Ariſtotle ſecundo priorum ) vtter,that 
not anp one affection to conſiſt and be in man, oz 
any condition of nature: but that a like note is 
outwardly to be ſene on the bodye: by which not 
onelp that paſſion oz condition maye be bttered, 
but the foꝛtune bnto god 02 eufil by the accyden⸗ 
tall notes may be iudged: And although the ſpt- 
rite (as vnto bnderſfanding ) is from the bodpe 
elenated : pet (as vnto the other partes andpo- 
Wers) is the ſpirite compꝛehended of the bodte,

not naturall, cauſe no note but in the ſpirite: as 


ik any knoweth the Arte of Muſick: he hath the 


note in the ſpirite, and not in bodie foꝛmed of the 
ſame, The lokes alſo of men, although they doe 
not diſter in the ellenttall kinde: Yet doe theſe 
differ in the kinde accedentall. So that the acct- 
dentall difference of lokes in man, doth onelp 
ſuffice, foz the difference ol conditions. But if a⸗ 
nue ſhall here obied, that ſentence witten in the 
feuenth chapiter of (aint Johns Goſpeil: where 
dur Sauiour willeth none to fudge raſhelp, after 
the vtter appearaunce of the face oꝛ lwke, but to 


pꝛonounce and iudge a righteous iudgement.

thinne and ſoft ſkinne, theſe hytherto Ariſtotle, 

So that when hotenelle and dꝛineſſe be conioy⸗ 
ned, the heares of the head doe much ſoner grow, 
t ware many t thick. Foꝛ as much, as the much 
quantity , ſignifieth a hoteneſſe: and the bigneſſe 
of them, a much fumoſitie. And foꝛ that cauſe in 
pong men, there ts a moze quantitie, than in 
childꝛen: foꝛ as much,as the matter of childꝛen is 
baperous, and not humerous.

Auerroys wꝛyteth, that in whome coldneſle is 
lleſler thanhotneſle, hath golden oz yellow heares 
on the heade, in that the pellowncſle,doth ſigniſte 
the complextion ef a diminiſhed coldeneſſe. And 
the redneſſe of heares on the head, doe declare a 


complextion of leſſer hotencſſe, than is the qua⸗ 


litie hauing black heares : and this (foz a truth) is 
true, in that the redneſſe is neere,and a neighbour 
vnto blackneſſe: x like the pellownefſe, and whit⸗ 
nefſe . The golden colour of the heares, hath an

_ wiſe: ſhe had a (mall heade, and Pineapple like, 

à necke comelp foꝛmed, large bꝛeaſted, ſeemelpe 
armes, aunſwering to the body: but in hir other 
partes, as in the hippes, buttockes, thighes , and 
legges, nere agræing to mans. This manlye 
woman alſo walked vpꝛight in bodie, treading 
light on the grounde, and bearing hir head plap⸗ 
ing, like to the Hart. The other notes of this 
woman, did the Phiſiog nomer foꝛ bꝛeuitie ſake 
here omitte. Pet he thus concluded, that by the 
ſundꝛie notes, which he vewed, mg was pꝛone, 
to come to a dient nee oh.
